
Skeptic charges Orlando "psychic" 
with fraud and peijury 


Exclusive to TBS REPORT 

A motion filed on January 9 in federal bankruptcy 
court in Knoxville, Tennessee charges Noreen Renier, an 
Orlando "psychic" of national renown, with "fraud, 
misrepresentation and other misconduct", including 
"peijury" during proceedings in that court earlier this 
year. The motion was filed on behalf of John Merrell, a 
former Oregon resident and co-founder of the Northwest 
Skeptics (a group with aims similar to TBS), who is 
seeking dismissal of Renier's $25,000 judgement against 
him from a 1986 libel case in Oregon. 

In an exclusive interview with TBS REPORT, Merrell 
states that during his recent bankruptcy hearing, Renier 
testified under oath that she had not known of Merrell's 
investigation of her until she was shown a copy of his 
unpublished October 10, 1985 letter to the Ashland 
(Oregon) Daily Tidings accusing her of various 
"fraudulent" claims (the letter reached her through an 
acquaintance at the paper). Those accusations had 
prompted Renier’s libel action against him. 

However, Merrell's court motion charges that Renier, 
in handwritten letters using the alias "Nancy Uzdavinis", 
had in actuality prompted Merrell's investigation of 
herself. The motion quotes a forensic handwriting expert 
as concluding that "there is no doubt that Noreen Renier 
did execute all of the questioned handwriting, including 
the signatures of Nancy Uzdavinis...". Merrell reports 
that he has also discovered that the real Nancy Uzdavinis 
is Renier's sister-in-law, with whom Renier had stayed 
during her "psychic" swing through Oregon, and whose 
true signature does not match those in the letters. 

In her June 26, 1985 letter to Merrell, "Uzdavinis" 
purports that "...I'm confused about her (Renier's) abilities 
and need to know if she's real or not. She’s planning a 
workshop in July and I need to make a decision." Merrell 
states that he had never heard of Renier prior to 
receiving the letters from ’Uzdavinis", and that he began 
his comprehensive investigation of Renier as a result of 
them. He further contends that his subsequent 
correspondence with "Uzdavinis" (in writing as well as 


in telephone conversations) prior to October, 1985, 
demonstrates that Renier not only was aware of his 
investigation of her, but by means of "fraud and 
misrepresentation" had "entrapped" him, only to later 
commit "peijury" in federal court. Merrell's court motion 
thus demands that the $25,000 judgement against him be 
dismissed on these grounds. 

Merrell has been involved in litigation with Renier 
since the 1986 Oregon trial, in which she claimed that 
Merrell's 1985 accusations had caused damage to her 
career, such as the loss of a teaching opportunity with the 
Oregon State Police Academy. Following a three-day 
trial, the jury awarded Renier "general damages" in the

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CHAIRMAN'S CORNER 

Terry A. Smiljanich 

One hundred years ago witnessed a dramatic rise in belief in the 
paranormal, including seances, fairies and phrenology. The twentieth 
century has seen the birth of UFOs, ESP and remote viewing. What 
all of these pseudosciences have in common is a strong conviction that 
we are about to experience the final proof - the unambiguous result - 
that will show once and for all the reality of these phenomena. We are 
forever at the dawning of a new age of alien visitation and crystal 
power. 

Having followed the predictions for several years, I am impressed 
by the staying power of these beliefs. No matter how many failed 
predictions, debunked psychics and absent aliens, people go on 
believing and waiting for the final proof. Any day now, aliens are 
going to land in front of the White House in broad daylight. The next 
Uri Geller will be able to bend spoons to James Randi's satisfaction. 
Any day now. 

I used to think that after enough years had passed without these 
"final proofs", people would eventually turn away from the failures. 
Modern science, with all of its successes - its beauty, amazement and 
mystery - would capture our imagination. 

This is obviously not to be. People will always seek the simple 
answers provided by the Shirley MacLaines of the world. In spite of 
decades of failing to "put up", pseudoscience will never "shut up", and 
people will go on waiting for the New Age to come to them. One 
hundred years from now, UFOs will be reported to have landed near 
the moon base, and the President will be consulting tarot cards to 
determine auspicious days for summit meetings. 

The battle against unreason continues. The Tampa Bay Skeptics 
can play its small part in this battle. The media will always broadcast 
and print what sells, and pseudoscience sells well. We thus have to 
maintain our presence, so that the next time an icon is reported to be 
"weeping tears" (truly a phenomenon which, if real, would stand as 
one of the great discoveries of the centuries right here in our own back 
yard), we can also strive to be heard in the press with our nagging 
questions and doubts. 

The Tampa Bay Skeptics needs, however, to better define itself. 
Since the first successful meetings and a roster of over 130 members, 
the meetings have dwindled in size and the membership has declined 
slightly. The last meeting featured well-known skeptic, author and 
magician Henry Gordon from Toronto, yet few members attended. By 
way of contrast, I have no doubt that if an announcement were made 
that free readings were to be given by an astrologer, hundreds of 
Tampa Bay residents would show up. That is the reality we have to 
face. 

We know our mission, but how should we go about it? Should we 
exist as a quarterly newsletter only, or do we have a more active role 
to play? What do you, the members, want? Fewer meetings? More 
meetings? How can we generate the membership, which generates 
funds, which allow more active involvement in the community? 

The New Age of cosmic convergence may never come, but the Age 
of Reason is just as far away. We cannot just sit idly back and watch 
the battle. 
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Faith-healer investigated by Ch. 10 

Leroy Jenkins, a former Tampa evangelist whose 
dubious career was spotlighted in James Randi's The 
Faith Healers , was the subject of a tough three-part series 
by WTSP-TV’s investigative reporter on Nov. 13-15. 

Kevin Kalwary and his team had carried a concealed 
videocamera into eight of Jenkins’ September Tampa tent 
revivals. Kalwary commenced his report, entitled "Profit 
of God", by saying, "(Jenkins) claimed in one breath to be 
a man of God, yet in the other encouraged followers to 
defraud their insurance companies and to ask God to 
punish his personal enemies". Kalwary stated that "...so 
far, none of the people we’ve talked to are healed." Also 
noted was that Jenldns, "a convicted felon", is presently 
"the target of a federal criminal investigation by the IRS". 

Although TBS was not contacted about the series, 
Kalwary had interviewed James Randi, and interspersed 
clips of Randi’s commentary throughout the reports.

Fountain’s live "Eye on Tampa Bay" program on 
WTVT-13 on December 11. Following lunch, a second 
show, on the paranormal, was taped for airing at a later 
date. About a dozen TBS members (most of whom were 
aware of Randi’s appearance through our "Update 
Service") were present in the studio audience. 

During the second show, most likely to be aired in 
January or February (stay in touch with our "Update 
Service"), Randi discussed some of his investigations of 
psychics and faith-healers, and noted the important role 
being played by CSICOP and local skeptics groups such 
as TBS (a graphic with our address was also shown at the 
end of the show).

Steve Allen has coined the term "dumbth" (the title of 
his new book) to describe the ignorance, stupidity, 
muddleheadedness, inefficiency and incompetence that 
have become the norms in American society since the 


Perhaps not content to place Allen's fate in 
the hands of limousines (see p. 71 of his book), Allen’s 
publisher, Paul Kurtz of Prometheus Books (who is also 
the Chairman of CSICOP), invited TBS to escort Allen to 
and from his several book promotion functions during his 
recent trip to Tampa Bay. 

On Monday, October 30, Allen charmed the audience of 
"Eye (XI Tampa Bay" (WTVT-13) with his wit and music, 
while interspersing his cogent dumbth-related commen¬ 
taries. The following day, his appearance on WTSP's 
"Murphy in the Morning" was pre-empted by a 
presidential news conference (the vidoetape was 
broadcast on January 1). Allen was then taken browsing 
at Haslam's Books, to lunch, and lastly to 
Waldenbooks/Tyrone Square for a b(X)k-si*gning engage¬ 
ment.

TBS media requests 

TBS continues to receive requests for assistance from 
the media in preparing articles/programs dealing with the 
paranormal. 

Bill Richards from the Wall Street Journal’s Chicago 
bureau called on October 16 (having been referred by 
CSICOP), requesting information on "haunted houses" for 
a Halloween article. After perusing back issues of the 
"Skeptical Inquirer" and newsletters of other Icxral 
skeptics groups, we were able to provide him with a 
half-dozen leads to follow. 

TBS founder Gary Posner was a guest (by telephone) 
on the Sandy Payton Show (WNWS-AM 790, Miami) on 
October 17. Sharing the forum at the studio was 
Sebastian Sinclair from the British Psychic Research 
Foundation. 

Walking off the show at its onset was Jeffrey Brock, 
Director of the Astrological and Metaphysical ^search 
Center, who protested that he had not been advised that a 
skeptic with ties to CSICOP would be included. Both 
Payton and Sinclair expressed their astonishment and 
dismay at such an attitude. 

A subject of particular interest to Payton is the claim 
by Dr. Brian Weiss, Chief of Psychiatry at Miami’s Mount

The Santa Rosa, California Christian Scientist couple 
found guilty in the 1984 meningitis death of their 
daughter (see SNIPPETS last issue) was sentenced to five 
years of probation, a $5,000 fine, 300 hours of community 
service, and was ordered to report to authorities any 
significant illnesses of their five remaining children.

And the Seventh-day Adventist parents who allowed 
their son to starve to death (see SNIPPETS Vol.l, No.4) 
have been found guilty of third-degree murder, reckless 
endangerment, and endangering the welfare of children. 
Their surviving daughter is in foster care, and the couple 
faces up to 28 years in prison.

A retired NASA engineer, after making $200,000 in 
profits for the World Bible Society, Nashville (publisher of 
his 1988 book, M Reasons Why thfi Rapture Will ho. in 
1988) . has decided to retire from the prophesy business. 
Having obviously miscalculated in his initial prediction, 
his 1989 sequel was not a big seller, and his recalculated 
date for the Rapture (September 1,1989) proved as flawed 
as his first. "The end is near, and...like Paul Revere...! had 
to get the message out....there's evidence all around, but 
oT Ed Whisenant just can’t name it. My job is done."

Wilbur Tracy of Canyon Country, California, claimed 
that the Church of the Most High Goddess, which he 
revived in 1984, is a religion dating back 5,000 years to 
ancient Egypt. Apparently his wife's sex acts with more 
than 2,000 men (who paid money for the holy honor of 
being absolved of their sins by so engaging) were not 
perceived by the jury as legitimate duties of a high 
priestess. Convicted of prostitution charges, the couple is 
now counter-suing in federal court, contending 
abridgement of their religious liberty.

There are 
presently only four licensed practitioners in the county.

amount of $25,000 (9% of the $275,000 requested by her). 
Merrell's subsequent appeal was unsuccessful. 

Merrell states that, confident in the accuracy of his 
information, he guaranteed payment to all his other 
creditors, and then elected to declare bankruptcy rather 
than pay Renier the $25,000 award. By law, such a 
financial obligation may not be excused in this manner if 
it resulted from an act of malice. Proceedings were thus 
commenced this April in U.S. Bankruptcy Court in 
Knoxville, where Merrell now resides, to review the 
question of malice in Merrell's 1985 accusations. 

On October 19, Judge Richard Stair, Jr., following 
three days of testimony, ruled that the $25,000 award to 
Renier would stand. He found in Merrell's favor on six of 
the ten specific charges of malice advanced by Renier, 
but, in order for Merrell's obligation to be excused, a 
favorable ruling in all ten instances was required. 

However, during November 28 arguments regarding 
possible grounds for appeal, Merrell's attorney, Philip 
Lomonaco, notified Judge Stair of possible peijured 
testimony by Renier, and noted that the original Oregon 
judgement was possibly based in part on fraud and 
misrepresentation. Merrell then asserted his intention to 
appeal Stair's decision. This week's filing of the formal 
motion for dismissal of the debt followed an unsuccessful 
attempt to negotiate a settlement with Renier. 

Renier, age 53, has been an object of national media 
attention in recent years as a result of the verdict in the 
Oregon trial, which was construed by many as validation 
of her "psychic" abilities. She has appeared on such 
nationally-televised programs as "Hour Magazine" 
(11/7/88) and "Incredible Sunday" (5/14/89), and was 
featured in the U.S. News & World Report article of 
12/5/88 entitled, "The Twilight Zone in Washington: 
There are some important people in government who 
have enlisted psychics' help". 

Many of Renier's claims involve working relationships 
with law enforcement agencies, including the F.B.I. She 
brought to the "Hour Magazine" program a pile of "police 
evidence", and performed impromptu "psychometry" on a 
belt and bloody shirt allegedly from an unsolved murder 
case, curiously claiming that "I haven't done this one 
before." But when later asked by host Gary Collins 
whether or not law enforcement agencies "let that 
evidence go around the country, police evidence, the kind 
of stuff that you brought today", she stammered in 
response, 'TJh, no, I don't think so, really. they don't 
know I have it here. And I haven't worked on it either." 

And according to Merrell, although some individuals 
within the F.B.I. have on occasion invited her to address 
their agents, Renier has exaggerated her association with 
the F.B.I., and has been reproached for this by Robert 
Ressler, head of the F.B.I.'s National Center for the 
Analysis of Violent Crime at the F.B.I. Academy. In our 
exclusive interview, Merrell quoted from Ressler's May 
16, 1989 testimony, a copy of which was also provided to 
TBS REPORT. 

Regarding Renier's claim that Merrell's actions had 
resulted in her loss of a teaching opportunity with the 


Oregon State Police Academy, Merrell reports that in his 
capacity as co-founder of the Northwest Skeptics, he did 
write to the Oregon State Police on March 28, 1985, 
before he had ever heard of Renier, and that his letter 
therefore made no mention of her. Renier does, however, 
teach a non-credit course on the premises of Rollins 
College in Winter Park, Florida, although Dr. Joan 
Straumanis, Dean of Faculty at Rollins, has informed 
TBS REPORT that Renier is not a member of the school's 
faculty. 

TBS REPORT will continue to follow this story for 
further developments.

Sinai Medical Center, that through hypnosis he has 
regressed scores of his patients to past lives, as reported in 
his recent book. Many Lives . Many Masters . Posner 
pointed out that despite Payton's personal assurance that 
Weiss must be sincere, Weiss may nevertheless be 
mistaken in his conclusions. Posner noted that fantasy- 
prone persons may weave fascinating tales under 
hypnosis, but that such do not necessarily constitute proof 
of past lives. He further cited Weiss' June 29 appearance 
(with James Randi) on "Larry King Live" on CNN, noting 
that Weiss refused Randi's repeated requests for a single 
specific case that he could investigate, with his $10,000 
prize on the line. And as this program had actually been 
taped prior to Randi's June 7 live TV special, Randi noted 
that if Weiss could produce an appropriate test subject for 
that program, $100,000 would be awarded to Weiss 
should the subject exhibit proof of a past life. Again, 
Weiss elected not to cooperate with Randi in his endeavor 
to document Weiss' supernatural claims. 
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TBS dues remain $10^r. - for now 

Although 2 of our charter members have failed to 
renew, and membership has declined from a peak of 133 
to the current 113, finances have allowed us to maintain 
our low annual subscription rate of $10.
